. poſſible for any helliſhenvy and malice, to go beyond' the injuſtice: of 


it; their profeihion of Souldiers, with that of _Romeniſts, making; them 
breath .out nothing but Peſtrugion and ſlaughter. And their rage 
and barborouſieſs was ſuch as that*they-did riot aint at; raking a- 
way R_ theſe poor Proteſtants lives, but did make them to 

through all the long and tedious tormemts:their cruel heart 'could de- 
viſe: For they did not content themſelves to make a havock of theſe 
poor Creatures houſes, & to abuſe them pittileſly; but violating all 
Laws, both of God and Nature, .did pull Mett, Women and Children 


'out of thir houſes into the Streets, and drew them all along by the 


lair. Thea taking them in again they bound them, ſcourged them, 
threw ſcalded hot water upon their naked bodies, put their feet into 
hot Oyle, cut their bodies all over eſpecially thoſe parts that are moſt 
ſenlitive, and did them ſeveral other cruelties, ſo as in Nero's 
time no more barbarqus and inhuman uſages were ever heard of. 
And yet their fury and malice did not ſtop here and could. not be ſa- 
tisfied till they had ſtarved ſome to death, and treatned others to do 
the ſame or worſe to them, if they would not abjure their Hereſy / as 
they call it. ) ſo that ſome of a weaker ſpirit in the ſenſe of reſent- 
ment of the tormens they had already fuffer'd, and apprehenſion 
of thoſe they were threatned with, for the future, not thinking them- 


ſelves capable of abiding the brunt. of a ſecond aſſault, did turn in- - 


deed, and had amends made thein for their loiſes, though nor for their 
wounds, :
